LONDON. Oct. &—Russia's answer to the Japanese movement of troops 


into Korea, was the dispatch of a mighty fleet to the same quarter. 
Tele- 


grams received here late today report that ninety Russian warships have 
arived at Ma-San-Pho, a harbor in southern Korea and ha\e anchored within 
easy distance of the Japanese ships sent there some days ago. 


The Russian fleet is composed of warships of all classes, and is the one 


Russia has been gathering about Port Arthur foi nearly a year, presumably 
for just such & crisis. 


Additional warlike news is the announcement that brigades of Russian 


troops have Tieen hurriedly marched to the Korean boundary line, where they 
are now encamped; With the dogs of war ready on both sides and strain- 
ing at the leash, the diplomats of Russia and Japan n^e still trying to reach 
an amicable agreement. 
Negotiations are proceeding in Tokio and it is an- 


nounced that they are over the future of Korea and do not relate to the avacu- 
. ation of Manchuria. Apparently this latter question has been settled to the 
satisfaction ot the Russians. They are there and mean to stay 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 8—The state department this morning received a 


cablegram from Shanghai, signed by Conger, Goodnow and Seaman, commis- 
sioners on the part of the United Stales, thai the commercial treaty provso- 
ing for the. opef> door in Manchuria at Moukden and Antung had been signed 
by them and by the Chinese commissioners. 


ST.- PETERSBURG, Oct. 8—It is learned that in high, official circles the 


' belief''is rapidly "gaming' ground that* "a-war with Japan is desirable for many 
reasons. The first reason is that the officials think that Russia will 
never 


make progress in the far east until Japan has been effectually crippled; and 
second, that v:ar would afford the best excuse for Russia not to evacuate 
Manchuria now, while by tbfe end of the war the situation would 
"be so 


changed that the United States and other powers would not demand the 
evacuation. The military and naval war advocates are of the opinion that 
after a brief campaign Japan would be glad to resign all pretensions to the 
Asiatic mainland.

Washington, Oct. S.—Regardless of whether Russia today removes ^er 


troops from Manchuria, or breaks her promise, tms government will at pres- 
ent go n3 further than to maintain tnat the United States have equal trading 
rights in Manchuria, with either Russia or any other power. This, in facf, 
appears to be the only point on which Kussia was positive in her promises to 
this country. Her failure to evacuate may be a specimen of bad faith, in fact, 
and -undoubtedly will be so considered here, but state department 
ofriciaU 


believe she cannot be held to the vague promises she made last year inxthis 
respect The opening cf the ports of Moukden and Antung, however, will b«j 
insisted upon to the extreme limit The commercial treaty containing this 
provision was signed at Shanghai today. 


Paris, Oct 8.—Officials here consider that the Japanese-Russian situation 


is aproaching a crisis, owing to Russia's refusal to obey the treaty stipulation 
to evacuate Manchuria not later than today. In diplomatic circles the sugges- 
tion is made that an arrangement be entered into by which Russia will grant 
concessions to Japan and thereby avoid the threatened trouble between Rus- 
sia and Japan regarding Korea.

UNGLEY'S AIRSDIP 


Fell into Potomac Riverjand Emerged a Wreck- 


Experiment a Failure But Langley Asserts 


That He Will Yet Succeed. 


Wide Water, Va , Oct. 8 —The sixty- 


foot steel built flying machine, the ch- 
nax of years of exhaustive study in the 
efforts of Professor Samuel Langley, 
secretary of the Smithsonian institute, 
io solve the problem of mechanical 
flight in mid-air, was launched yester- 
day and the experiment, carefully plan- 
red and delayed for months, proved a 
complete failure. The immense airship 
rped 
rapidly along its seventy-foot 


track, was carried by its own momen- 
tum for 100 yards and fell gradually 
into the Potomac river, whence it 
emerged a total wreck. 


Professor Charles P. Manley, who

lias been Professor Langley's chief as- 
sistant in the work preliminary to 
the attempted flight, made the ascent 
in the aerodrome and escaped with a 
ducking. 
At no time was there any 


semblance of flight, the initial momen- 
tum, the lightness of the machine and 
sustaining surface of the wings fur- 
nishing the conditions which account 
for the hundred-yard transit of the 
air bird from its sixty-foot elevation. 
An official statement made after the 
test admitted that the experiment was 
unsuccessful, but asserted confidence 
in the ultimate success of the inven- 
tion.

inhabitants of the mining towns and 
the surrounding country had no trou- 
ble in securing all the coal needed at 
a moderate price, but since the forma- 
tion of the trust, they cannot secure 
lump or screened coal at all, and the 
trust has been forcing them to take 
the refuse and pay as much for it as 
they formerly paid for screened coal 


Since the formation of the trust in- 


dependent operators hare 
attempted 


to open new mines on the Hocking 
Valley railroad, but the raii'road has 
refused to put in the switch to the 
mine or even connect 
the switch 


which the operator has himself built 
down to the main tracks, thus stifling 
completely any further development of 
that field by independent operators. 


Where the independent operator had 


a switch and connection with the rail- 
road the railroad has furnished but 
few cars, and these they hauled to the 
next town and run them on a switch 
there: in one instance keeping the 
loaded cars for 10 days upon a side 
track, within 10 miles of the mine.'
